The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to an information reproduction apparatus and method. Each 
independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct feature of instructing the output 
controlling device to output the decoded image information in the repetition ranoe and to 
acguire the decoded information subseguent to the repetition range, when the repetitive 
reproduction controlling device is Instructed to begin to perform the repetitive 
reproduction processing by the repetitive reproduction start instructing device. The 
closest prior art, Yamada (US5502703) discloses repetitive reproduction, but fails to 
anticipate or render the above underlined limitation obvious.
